Autopsy Shows Clearly That 
Reed Was Beaten to

MEXICO, Mo., June 10.—Coroner Paul 
&. Coil delivered to Circuit Judge Bar- 
nett Monday the report of the autopsy 
held last Thursday on the disinterred 
body of W. E. Reed, the stockman mur- 
dered on the night of May 10. It re- 
veals the hitherto unsuspected brutal 
treatment of the body, probably after 
the death blow had been dealt. 

Coroner Coil told the Post-Dispatch 


' porrespondent that the report, which has 
} mot yet been made public, would de- 


scribe three wounds, any one of which 
would have caused death. 

“The skull was fractured about the 
left forehead to the depth of threc- 
quarters of an inch,” said Dr. Coil, 

“The intestines were ruptured as 
though by heavy kicks or blows and the 


_ vital organs were terribly bruised. 


“Bither of these three wounds would 
have been fatal. Bruises on the right 
and left sides of the chest over the lungs 
and bruises on both legs above the 
Ikenees were found by: the physicians.’’ 

Dr. Coil said that the report did not 
Offer any suggestions as to how the 
wounds might have been inflicted, but 
he said the broad inference to be drawn 
from their character was that they 
probably wére made by clubs, kicking 
and stamping. 

Grand Jury to Probe. 

The report was signed by Coroner 
Coll, Dr. T. H. Driven, Martinsburg; 
Dr. R. E. Graham, Columbia, and Dr. 
G. F. Toalson and Dr. E. S. Cave of 
Mexico. It will be submitted Monday 
afternoon te the grand jury, which is 
@xpected to go into the case thoroughly. 

Michael Jordan, who was questioned 
at St. Louis by Chief of Detectives 
Smith in connection with the murder, 
returned to Mexico last night. He may 
be summoned before the grand jury as 
a witness.

Drops Notes From Window Saying 
He’s Prisoner and Suggesting 
Tragedy—Is “Released.” 


Charles B. Cooper of Leasburg, Mo., 
came into the city Sunday on an ex- 
cursion and with s-me friend found a 
hole in the lid. At midnight he re- 
turned to the Terminal Hotel, retired 
in room 123 and misplaced the key. 
When he waked Monday morning he 
could not get out. 

His rich fancy embroidered the sit- 
uation with a thousand terrors. 

Policeman Coats and Wardenski, be- 
neath his window, saw a paper flutter- 
ing alone the midway pavement. It 
read: 

“Send two policeman at once. Iama 
prisoner in room 123, Terminal Hotel. 
Come up quickly.” 

The policemen started upstairs, when 
they met Policeman Schmolenski. who 
had just picked up another note. It 
read: 

“Send one or two policemen to my 
room, No. 123 Terminal Hotel.’’ 

The three policemen hurried on, but 
another note fluttering down caught 
their attention. They secured it and 
found it to real: 

“Send my body to my daughter, Miss 
Elizabeth Cooper of Louisville, Ky.” 

Fearful lest they should be too late 
the policeman ran. They obtained a 
pass key, entered room 123 and found 
Cooper standing in the middle of the 
bed, in a desperate fight with imag- 
Inary enemies. He was calmed and 
allowed to go to breakfast.

Stewart told the police that he wore 
his brother’s hat when he followed his 
wife to a place near the Ohio Hotel, and 
saw her meet the man. He appealed to 
Sergt. Fields to go into the hotel with 
him, saying that he feared if he went 
alone he might commit some desperate 
act. Fields went with him and broke 
the door of the room which the pair 
had entered.

CONCORD, N. H., June 10.—Judge 
Chamberlain today ordered Mrs. Mary 
B. Eddy’s competency dete rmined by 
a Master in connection with the action 
brought by relatives for an accounting 
of Mrs. Eddy’s property. 

On March 1, 1907, there was filed in 
court a bill in equity proceeding signed 
by George W. Glover of Lead City, 8. 
D., the only son of Mrs. Baker Glover 
Eddy; his daughter, Mrs. Baker Glover, 
and George W. Baker of Bangor, Me., 
the only surviving nephew of Mrs. Ed- 
dy. 

These three, as ‘“‘next friends,”’ in le- 
gal parlance, of Mrs. Eddy, complained 
against Calvin A. Frye, Irving C. Tom- 
linson, Herman S. Hering and Lewis 
C, Strang of Concord, Alfred Farlow, 
Ira O. Knapp, William B. Johnson and 
Joseph Armstrong of Boston, Stephen 
A. Chase of Fall River, Mass., and Ed- 
ward W. Kimball of Chicago, alleging 
that Mrs. Eddy is and has been for 
some time incompetent to do business, 
or to understand business transactions 
for her by others; and that the defend- 
ants have possessed themselves of her 
person and property and that there is 
reason to fear that they have wrong- 
fully converted her property to their 
own use,

Ask a Receiver. 

On these grounds the plaintiffs ask 
for an accounting on the part of the 
defendants and the creation of a receiv- 
ership for Mrs. Eddy’s estate. 

On April 2 announcement was made 
that on March 6, five days after the in- 
stitution of proceedings, Mrs. Eddy had 
conveyed all her property to a Board 
of Trustees, Henry M. Baker of Bow., 
N. H.; Archibald McLellan of Boston 
and J. E. Fernald of Concorn, N. H. 
These trustees asked of the Court the 
right to intervene and be substituted as 
complainants in place of Glover and 
the other “next friends’ in the suit of 
Eddy versus Fry. 

Counsel for the ‘next friends’’ coun- 
tered this step on April 6 by asking 
that the trustees be joined as defend- 
ants in the original suit. This petition 
was denied.

liquid fire was burning him. His eyes 


were spared, and as the woman's blis- 
tered and sightless face was upturned 
to his own, he knew what had hap- 
pened. He started to follow the man, 
but as he disappeared in an alley, Lau- 
tenschliegen returned to Mrs. Wunsch’s 
side. 


Ciething Burned Off. 

The acid burned Mrs. Wunsch’s dress 
and clothing down to her waist, so that 
the upper portion of her body was 
bare when she was taken irto the hos- 
pital by Lautenschiiegen. The nurses 
and Drs. Winter and Williams, who 
treated the woman, are now suffering 
from birned hands, caused by touching 
Ler body. 

Mrs. Wunsch’s head is swathed in 
bandages except for her hair. It was 
protected from the acid by her hat, 
and apparently the acid thrower had 
not aimed that high. An opening was 
left for her mouth and she was able 
to converse. To a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Mrs. Wu-3ch said: 

‘Niesinger and I kept company for 
about two years. I1 turned him away 
about six months ago because he played 
a mean trick on me, and I was sure he 
would do worse than that if I married 
him. 

“Since then he has met me on the 
street and threatened to harm me [If I 
went with any otner man, He told me 
I must go with him. He used to wait 
at the corners for me. He said he 
would kill me, but I never thought he 
would use this terrible acid. 

“Somebody grabbed me last night and 
then threw this acid in my face. I 
caught just a glimpse of Niesinger be- 
fore the acid got into my eyes.”

Immediately after going or the stan‘ 
at 9:35 o'clock this morning, vichard 
asked permission to correct two state- 
ments made by him Saturday, ore to 
he effect that Bill Eastec!ly had made 
bombs with ‘“‘Pettibone dope’ with hii 
at Cripple Creek, and the other that 
he and Steve Adams had carried their 
shotguns in holsters when they were 
stalking Gov. Peabody. 

He said Billy Ackerman and not Bill 
Kasterly made the _expemments With 
him and that he and Adams did not 
carry their guns in holsters. 

Attorney Richardson brought out.the 
fact that Orchard was in conference 
with Detective McPartland this morn- 
ing and with McPartland and Attorney 
Hawley yesterday, and that each morn- 
ing before appearing on the stand he 
visits Hawleys office, but the witness 
denied he corrected his testimeny on any 
suggesiion from either Hawley or Mc- 
Partland. “He said he told Hawley he 
had made a mistake in his testimony 
anu asked if he should correct it, and 
Hawley told him to do so. 

“Didn’t McPartland speak to 
about the method by which you 
withstand cross-examination?’’ demand- 
ed Attorney Richardson, who has han- 
dled the cross-examination throughout. 

“No, sir, replied Orchard, ‘‘but he 
spoke of what gave me strength to go 
through the examination.’’

“Now, then,” roared Richardson, 
“didn’t you make this correction because 
you learned Easterly is here and Acker- 
man is not?’

Orchard said he had heard Ackerman 
was in Goldfield, Nev. 

Attorney Richardson next demanded to 
know of Orchard what he had talked 
to Nelson Franklin and A. E. Carlton of 
the Mine Owners’ Association about.

JAIL 1S NEARLY DOUBLED 


County Supervisors Refuse to Pay 
Bill Presented by Sher- 
iff Cashel. 


The fact that the daily average cost 
of feeding prisoners in the Belleviiie 
Jail has nearly doubled since December, 
‘006, caused the Board of Supervisors of 
St. Clair County to refuse to pay the 
May provisions bill presented by Sheriff 
Cashel Monday. It amounts to $961.56. 

According to a report of the Comn.it- 
tee on Claims of the board, the average 
daily cost per man in December was 
15 cents, and for May was 29 cents. The 
renort also called attention to the av- 
crage daily cost for meat for eack man, 
which was 6 cents in December, and 
11.99 cents in May. The report stated 
also that in December one pound of cof- 
fee was furnished each prisoner in a 
rnonth and five pounds were -used in 
May. 

sefore December the board allowed 30 
cents a day for the maintenance of each 
prisoner. This plan was discontinued, 
as it was thought that the prisoners 
could be fed cheaper and there would 
be less inducement to the Sheriff to 
have men confined if the county should 
pay directly for all food supplies for 
the Jail.

CORONER HOLDS 
AS A MURDERER 


Homicide Verdict Against Pa- 
trolman Humphrey, Who 
Shot Ambulance Driver. 


HAD TRIVIAL QUARREL 
Humphrey Made: Threats to 


Kill and Other Tried 
to Go. 





A Coroner’s jury decided Monday that 
the killing of Daniel Guy by Thomas 
Humphrey was murder. Humphrey is a 
patrolman. Guy was a driver of a city 
ambulance. They met for the first time 
last Friday at 1:15 a. m. in the saloon 
of John McVey, 4112 Chouteau avenue. 

There was no evidence that either of 
the men was drunk. They met in the 
toilet room in the rear of the saloon and 
quarreled there over a trifling matter 
and Humphrey went out upon the street 
and shot Guy when he came out. 

Humphrey is in Jail. He declined to 
testify at the inquest and refused to 
talk about his case. 

' Called Guy a Crook. 

At the inquest John McVey testified 
i'that at about midnight Friday Daniel 
Guy came into the saloon and went to 
the rear. While he was there Patrol- 
man Humphrey came in and went back. 
They returned quarreling. The’ saloon 
keeper, knowing them both and wishing 
to avoid a fight in his place, introduced 
them. Himphrey said: 

“This man is a crook and I'll kill him.” 

The policeman reached for his revolver 
and Guy ran out the rear door. McVey 
tried to persuade Humphrey to go home. 
Guy came back into the saloon and 


Humphrey said: 
“There comes that man. I'll blow his 
that he did 


brains out.’’ 

Guy said to Humphrey 
not wish to fuss. McVey told them both 
to be quiet, as they both had good jobs. 
McVey persuaded Humphrey to go out 
and he locked the door. 

Guy said he was afraid to go out. 
Later Guy left and a little afterward 
McVey heard shots. 

Guy Was Unarmed, 

George Kreigshauser testified that he 
was asleep in his room over his under- 
taking place at 4102 Manchester avenue. 


Hle heard loud words and looked out of 
an upstairs window and heard Guy say: 

“IT have no gun to defend myself; not 
as much as a toothpick.” 

He saw Guy, Humphrey and a railroad 
man with a lantern. He heard the rail- 
road man say: 

“Officer, don’t shoot that man.”’ 

Guy stepped back as the officer point- 
ed his revolver at him. ‘ 

“The officer pulled out his gun and 
shot four shots, one after’ another,”’ 
said Kreigshauser. ‘‘He was four feet 
from Guy, who was backing away all 
the time. Guy’s hands were down by 
his side. When the last shot was fired 
Guy's back. was turned to Humphrey. 
He turned to run as the last shot was 
fired. As Guy staggered to fall he 
said, ‘You shot me like a dog.’ 

Tried to Enter Room, 

“T went down and found Guy lying on 
the stairs, his head against the door. I 
got back into my room and Humphrey 
tried to get in. I had the door locked. 
I was afraid of him.”’ 

Patrolman Albert White testified that 
he heard the shots. Humphrey told him 
that he had an argument in a saloon 
and that Guy struck him in the face 
and he arrested him and then Guy 
started to run away and he shot him. 

Patrolman Moulden testified that he 
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found no weapon on Guy's body at the 
hospital. ‘ 

hen the Coroner called the name of 
Mrs. Margaret Guy, widow of the dead 
man, there came a deep sob from he- 
hind the black veil she wore. She testi- 
fied that she never heard the name of 
Humphrey until after her husband was 
killed. 


Said Men Attacked Him, 


Sergt. John Burns testified that HNum- 
phrey told nim he was compelled to 
shoot Guy because he and another man 
jumped upon him. 

The verdict was that Humphrey shot 
and killed Guy with felonious intent 
and that it was homicide.

THE MAKING OF A MONSTER. 

On the face of the biographical sketches of Al- 
fred Horsley, auas Harry Orchard, which come 
from his birthplace at Wooler, in Ontario, the 
same experts in criminal degeneracy who testified 
in the Thaw case would probably identify his 
symptoms of confessed infamy with the depravity 
of brain and nerves which appeared in that case 
in the loss of moral sense. 

His moral idiocy, as it first began to develop in 
his native town, found him the son of respectable 
parents. His parentage and his early training 
gave him standing. With only a small capital of 
money to buy the sensual indulgence which un- 
limited means made possible without limit for 
Stanford White, this youth in a country village, 
rising easily to its place of honor as a Sunday- 
school superintendent, paid for luxury with the 
standing of his parents and with that he had in- 
herited from them, increasing his moral depravity 
until only money in large amounts could gratify 
it..-Then an attempted fraud on an insurance 
company developed so much of the “double life’ 
of the Sunday-school superintendent that “he dis- 
appeared with the wife of another man, deserting 
his own wife and chila. 

So ends his career as it belongs to the decencies 
of life, with possibilities of control by the sense 
of decency and the sense of shame. Only the work 
at Robert Louis Stevenson as it interprets and is 
interpreted by the expert study of insane deprav- 
ity, makes his next ten years intelligible. Ia 
that brief period, controlled by the craving for 
money to gratify his depraved habits of coarse 
and brutal luxury, he became capable of commit- 
ting any crime of fraud or violence for hire. A 
professional spy and at length a_ professional 
murderer, he shocks the nation with his cold- 
blooded confessions of crime so depraved that it is 
almost disgraceful to believe him as foully ‘vile 
as he himself claims. Yet it is impossible not to 
believe in the self-evident cause of his utter 
degradation and complete moral idiocy, when it ‘s 
revealed by his own cunning in confession as the 
depraved love of money to gratify the depraved 
appetite for luxury without limit.

The question of a 5-cent or a 3-cent fare gught 
not to get in the way of this at the beginning. 
If the experiment of a 3-cent fare is tried and 
found not to give a good business base for the 
present era of high prices, the immediate substi- 
tution of the 5-cent fare ought to be provided for, 
with a reduction made possible at once when the 
business base makes it so. 

It is not business for the city to keep this line. 
idle the greater part of the time or to run it on 2 
free-pass basis so as to close it to general use, 
merely to avoid shocking the sensibilities of the 
United Railways when that company shows by 
keeping out of the territory, that it does not thin‘ 
the business it migLt do in it is worth while.

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THE TRANQUILITY CURE. 

One of the curiosities of the week and the year, 
if not of the age, is a complete set of directions 
for taking the “tranquillity cure,’ published in 
Indianapolis as a New York telegram for the 
benefit of all Indiana people who can afford it. 

Only those can afford it, however, who can “eat 
what they like, sleep when they like, work when 
they like and rest when they like.’’ The theory of 
the cure is that the first cause of wear and tear 
of life, is contradiction in these essential par- 
ticulars, with resulting loss of the tranquillity 
which is to be restored as a cure for everything. 
Learning to think of pleasant things only or of 
nothing at all is part of the cure, and in sleep- 
ing when they like, persons who are to become 
tranquil are warned against red and yellow 
through all their tone, in bedroom wall paper 
and fittings. Red is too exciting and blue, thougn 
tranquilizing, is likely to become depressing in 
excess. Hence, it should be tempered with white. 
Avoiding green as exciting to the imagination 
and yellow and red as provocative of passion, the 
person to be tranquilized must be surrounded as 
far as possible by a blue and white environment, 
“with nourishing diet, but not too heavy.” 

Presumably this is for the special benefit of In- 
diana women, and it evokes a picture. from In- 
diana history. It is that of a log-cabin with a 
puncheon floor; ana a bed made by forked stakes 
holding crosspieces inserted between the cracks in 
the logs of the wail. . There is a ladder to the 
loft where the boy sleeps when he becomes final-. 
ly tranquil. During the day, he disturbs the oth- 
erwise tranquil woman who does the family 
washing in front of the door of the cabin. In after 
life he says he owes to her tranquillity all that was 
best in his life, all that made him celebrated as 
Abraham Lincoln. 

This was the original “tranquillity cure” as In- 
diana developed it. As between this and the 
modern method, there,is room for variety in 
choice, as the choice bears on the making of his- 
tory for the future in and out of Indiana.

Detmar’s skull was fractured and both 
his legs were broken in a collision be- 
tween a Taylor avenue and a Maple- 
wood car at the corner of King’s high- 
way and Manchester avenue at 11:10 p. 
m. Sunday Five other persons were in- 
jured in the smash-up. 

The other four, who are at the Mis- 
souri Baptist Hospital, are Henry Kell- 
ner, whose right leg is crushed; Adolph 
Kolb, internally injured and hurt about 
the head; Mrs. Beulah Kabadie, inter- 
nally hurt, and William Sanders, cut by 
flying glass. Sanders lives at 7917 Caro- 
line street. The others are residents of 
Tuxedo Park. 

Blinding sheets of rain, which ren- 
dered everything invisible at a distance 
of 30 feet, caused the accident. A Ma- 
plewood car was crowded with passen- 
gers westbound on Manchester avenue. 
A Taylor avenue car, well filled with its 
Sunday night crowd, was moving on a 
switch at the end of the Taylor avenue 
line. 

Platform Passengers Jumped. 

In the downpour the motorman of the 
Taylor avenue car did not see the Ma- 
plewood car until it was five feet away.

Saloons and Wine Gardens Did 
Business Openly in 
-Many Places. 








JOLLITY AND FIGHTING 
Visitors at Wine Gardens on 
South Broadway Disre- 
garded Weather. 





Saloons in all parts of St. Louis Coun- 
ty were run wide open Sunday with lit- 
tle pretense of secrecy, despite the “lid” 
and the grand jury investigation now 
on. 

The grand jury has been in session 
four weeks, spending two days each 
week at Clayton. In a partial report 
made last Tuesday six indictments were 
returned: Three of them are known to 
be against saloon keepers. The jury 
began work by summoning the men who 
signed a telegram sent to Jefferson City 
asking the Legislature to pass the coun- 
ty excise bill because of the conditions 
existing in the county, and witnesses 
have been summoned to testify to vio- 
lations of the dramshop laws at every 
subsequent session. 

A man who drove late in the afternoon 
Sunday from the Meramec River over 
the Telegraph and Lemay Ferry roads 
to the city limits, 12 miles, said that of 
the 15 saloons only three made any pre- 
tense at closing. Men could be seen 
standing at the bars through the front 
door in most of them, he said. 

Saloons, wine gardens and dance halls 
south of the city Iimits on Broadway 
and Weiss avenue were running openly 
Sunday night, and in spite of the dis- 
agreeable weather did a good business. 

Going south from the city limits a 
thirsty pedestrian leaving the Sahara of 
Bt. Louis on a Sunday will find the first 
oasis at William -Horn’s, 9125 South 
Broadway. The side entrance, indicated 
by a brilliant electric light, is in an al- 
ley. Ten tables in an uncovered en- 
closure, with plenty of chairs, will 
usually be found occupied by men and 
women drinking beer. 

27 Men in One Saloon. 

In the saloon, which opens into this 
enclosure, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
found 27 men Sunday night drinking 
and making merry. Several soldiers in 
uniform were there. It was a good- 
matured crowd and were entertained oc- 
casionally by a maudlin song or speech. 
The women in the rear frequently 
joined in the singing. 

The Schaefer oasis is a block to the 
southward of Harris. No brilliant light 
indicates the side entrance, but the 
gound of hilarity comes from within. 
The gate opens into a large covered 
building finished like a barn. Long 
benches with no backs sit facing ta- 
bles. 

In this place Sunday night a Post- 
Dispatch reporter saw 50 persons, in- 
cluding several children. Those sober 
enough to be amused at anything found 
time to laugh occasionally at the antics 
of two happy farmers, who sat on a 
table and made speeches about the 
weather. 

It is but a little way to the hospita- 
ble home of John Reis. He sells no 
beer, but he makes much wine from 
the grapes which grow on his fertile 
land, and he distributes it freely among 
his visitors at $1 and $2 a bottle. He 
also has a dance hall. Passing up the 
walk to this place one may see the 
sign, “No minors allowed.’’ In the 
hall Sunday night were children of all 
ages, from babies in arms to boys in 
knee trousers, and young girls wearing 
their first long dresses. 

Wine Fiows Freely. 

“Sunday night men and women could 
be seen in all stages of intoxication. 
Wine was served from black bottles at 
tables. Oné young man, rather weil 
dressed, lollied in a chair near the en- 
trance to the dance hall. He paid no 
attention to the stream of people pass- 
ing him and occasionally jeering at him. 
Finally someone moved his chair to a 
tess frequented spot, where he was 
peacefully reposing at a late hour. 

Reis was arrested several Sundays 
ago, when two deputy sheriffs raided 
Bouth Broadway and Luxembourg. He 
refused to accept the fine of $1 and 
costs which was imposed upon She oth- 
ers on their pleas of guilty to a charge 
of selling merchandise on Sunday and 
’ his caseis now pending before the Clay- 
ton Circult Court. He claims to sell 
only the wine which he manufactures 
himself. 

A block to the westward. at Weiss 
avenue and Old Military road, is the 
abode of Fred Meyer. Like Reis, he 
makes wine and sells it. He also has a 
dance hall.
